DMV - Driver’s License Reinstatements

Individuals whose driver's licenses have been suspended or
revoked can now go online to www.dmv.state.ne.us and access
specific information pertaining to exactly what must be done to
reinstate their driving privileges. The site also allows the
individual to use a credit card to pay the required reinstatement
fee.

"Driver license reinstatement is a service that we deliver only in
our main Lincoln office," said Beverly Neth, DMV director. "We
had several requests to put new staff into existing county
facilities in an attempt to distribute the service statewide.

"Rather than add new staff, we chose to turn to technology to
help us," she said. "We worked with the state's portal provider,
Nebraska.gov, to develop and implement our online driver
license reinstatement service."

Annually, about 60,000 driver's licenses are suspended and
revoked in Nebraska. Revocations and suspensions occur for
reasons such as failure to appear in court, driving without motor
vehicle insurance and driving under the influence. Annually,
about 50,000 drivers reinstate their driving privileges.

"Our goal is to make it easier for people to find out what they
need to do to reinstate, so that they may be more inclined to
reinstate as soon as possible," said Kathy Hraban, DMV financial
responsibility program manger. "We want to make sure that
everyone driving on our roadways has a valid driver's
license."

A complete enhancement to the online electrical permit
applications was finished and launched for the State
Electrical Board on February 5. One was designed for
homeowners and one for professional contractors.

*  The new applications interact with the agency
database in real time, reducing submission
errors and administrative time.

e There are built in checks to ensure applicant
companies are fully insured, and electricians
hold a valid license.

Courts- Nebraska Trial Courts Makes Schedule of Court Cases Available On-line

Nebraska'’s Judicial Branch has launched a new online
service that allows attorneys, litigants and the general
public to retrieve up-to-date trial court case schedules on
the Internet.

The JUSTICE court case schedule calendar is an easy-to-
use resource designed to quickly locate a hearing
scheduled in participating courts. The new online case
information is available through a link on the Nebraska
Judicial Branch Web Site at:
http://www.nebraska.gov/courts/calendar/index.cgi

Searches for cases appearing on the trial court’s calendar
can be initiated by last name or date within a specific

county: Select a county name, followed by district court or
county court and enter a date or last name.

Users will find the name of the case (caption), the court’s
case identification number, the time, courtroom number and
type of hearing.

Case schedule calendar, which is available in over 170 courts
statewide, including all 93 county courts, is updated on a
daily basis.

The service is an extension of the JUSTICE (Judicial User
System to Improve Court Efficiency) system of case
management and docketing for the trial court system.

“This project is a natural extension of the state judiciary’s
ongoing efforts to make court information available in
electronic form,” said State Court Administrator Janice
Walker.
